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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 7, 8 5 14, 15, 20, 27, 28, 30-32, 35-38, 42-44, and 54 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bowe et al (6,771,996). The reference discloses in Figure 8 
the basic device including an outer catheter having ablative elements and an inner catheter 
having diagnostic elements. At column 11, lines 1-2 and 8+, the reference discloses the use of 
different sized arcs and tendons to adjust the sizes of the arcs, allowing the ablative elements to 
be within the pulmonary vein. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejected claims above have been considered but 
are not found to be persuasive. As noted at column 11, line 8+, the size of the arc can be made 
smaller than it preformed configuration. Therefore, it is clearly capable of being made smaller 
and sized to fit within the vein. The intended use of the Bowe device does not alter such a 
capability. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4, 5, 9, 1 1, 12, 50-53, and 55-59 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 21-26 and 47-49 are allowable.
